LONDON, Oct. 18.—-Seneational 
charges have been preferred 
against Sir Sukhdev Prasad, prime 
minister and president of the coun- 
en of the important State of 
Jeadhpur, Central India, by the la-: 
borers, and peasants, association of 
Rajputana. It ts expected that the 
charges will stir England, due te 
the Mahara, of Jedhpur's pres- 
ence here with his famous pole 
team. 

A deputation of 3000 leading en- 
wens of Jedhpur called on the 
Maharajah before he eniled with a 
petition branding Sir Sukhdev's - 
centiousness” as a standing dan- 
iger to their wives and daughters, 
and asking his removal. 

This was followed by another 
signed memorial from the leading 
citizens and merchants of Jedhpur 
reiterating the ses me charges. 

The Maharajah, however, ignored 
the petition and sailed for En- 
giend, leaving the entire State in 
charge of the council, with Sir 
Sukhdev at the head. Three lead- 
ing signers of the memorial were 
immediately extied and six pub- 
licly condemned and ordered in- 
terned.

Annual Session to Convene 
on November 9 
Hoover Announces Meeting 
on Varied Problems 


All Air Activities Will Have 
Representation

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.-——Sec- 
retary of Commerce Hoover an- 
nounced that the Fourth Nation- 
al Radio Conference will be con- 
ducted at Washington, beginning 


The conference is called for gen- 
eral discussion and consideration 
of matters affecting radio commu- 
nication in the United States from 
the viewpoint of the public inter- 
est. The conference will include 
representatives of all radio ac- 
tivities. 

Repregentation will be accorded 
to members of the following 
groups, one to each concern fall- 
ing within any of them: Broad- 
casting stations, radio magazines, 
newspapers having a radio depart- 
ment, manufacturers of complete 
radio receiving sets, organizations 
of broadcast listeners, amateur or- 
ganizations, commercial lend ra- 
dio stations, radio trade associa- 
tions, press associations and Unit- 
ed States government departments. 
Representation also will be ac- 
corded the following: Institute of 
Radio Engineers, American Insti- 
tute of Electrical Engineers, Amer- 
ican Steamship Owners’ Associa- 
tion, United States Shipping 
Board, farm organizations and 
— Electric Light Associa 

on. 

While consideration will be giv- 
en to radio activities generally, the 
principal problems will be those 
affecting broadcasting. The sub- 
jects, so far as they can be out- 
lined at present, will be: 

(1.) Recognition of the princt- 
ple that service to the listening 
public must be the basis for every 
broadcasting privilege and for ali 
radio regulations. 

(2.) The present saturation in 
broadcasting due to the exhaustion 
of channels and the necessity for 
limiting the number of stations on 
the basis of public service. 

(3.) The requiring of permits 
in advance of construction of 
broadcasting stations. 

(4.) The necessity for operators 
licenses, particularly for broad- 
casting stations. 

(5.) Frequency band assign- 
ments for the various classes of 
radio communication. 

(6.) The use of high power for 
broadcasting. 

(7.) Leeation of broadcasting 
stations so as to prevent interfer- 
ence in congested centers. 

(8.) Time division, duplication 
of frequency assignments, and a 
geographical basis for allocations. 

6. The use of broadcasting 
for advertising. 

(10.) Matters affecting ama- 
teurs. 

411.) Matters affecting the ma- 
rine and mobile services. 

‘12.) Rebdroadcasting.

Richfield District Too Busy 
to Push Work 


Bradford No. 3 Wet After 
Shuto Efer 


Results Show Much Trouble 
With Water 


It seems that only the continued 
overproduction of crude oil in 
Southern California and competi- 
tive conditions in the flush fields, 
resulting in high pressure activity 
is keeping the Richfield district 
from developing a productive deep 
sand. 

The most interesting well with 
deep possibilities is the ‘Chicksan 
Ol Company's Bradford No. 3. 
which is still wet, after an attempt 
to shut off water and make a pro- 
duction test at 4845 feet. This 
hole was drilled to 6075 feet and 
showed off but it was impossible 
to exclude water. The hole was 
plugged back to 4845 feet, and 
further attempts are being con- 
Gucted at that level. 


STARTED LAST YEAR 

Another deep well possibility 
is the Standard ol Company's 
Kramer Lease Two No. 20, which 
is drilling ahead at 3500 feet. The 
Union Gi Company's Coyle and 
Bogue No. 4 is also in that area. 
This hole is down 25603 feet. 

New activity in the Richfield 
district started late last year when 
the Chicksan brought in Brijiford 
No, 1 at 4707 feet with a produc- 
tion of 750 barrels of 22 deg. grav- 
ity olf. As a@ result, Bradford No. 
2 and Ne. 3 were immediately 
started, Standard started Kramer 
Lease Two No, 18, Chansilor-Can- 
eld Midway began deepening its 
Bradford No. 1, Union deepened 
Coyle and Bogue Neo. 1, and Gen- 
eral Petroleum started Thompson 
No, 6. All were offsets to the Chick- 
san well. 

Results since then have alter- 
nately shown successes and disap- 
pointments. Bradford No. 2 of the 
Chickesan came in last April, with 
560 barrele from 4810 feet. The 
Standard brought in No. 18 Kramer 
in May with 1200 barrels from 4842 
feet. but followed it with Kramer 
19 in June with only 300 barrels 
from 4868 feet. 


PROVE DEEP PRODUCTION 

Chansior - Canfield'’s Bradford 
well was deepened to 4845 feet. but 
was troubled with bottom water 
and was plugged back to 3345 
feet. where 250 barrels of produc- 
tien were obtained. General Pe- 
troleum's Thompson No. 6 was 
brought in during August with 750 
barrels from 4654 feet. 

Results have shown consider- 
able trouble with water and an 
inconsmetent production from the 
lower horizons. However, it is 
believed the successes have been 
suffictent to justify the opinion that 
good deep production in this 
old district and will be uncovered 
when the State petroleum situa- 
tien is such that real efforts can 
be concentrated on development of 
the zones.

SAN LUIS POTOSI (Mex.) Oct. 
18.—Metal production of Mexico 
during the firet three months of 
this year showed a large increase 
over that of the corresponding 
period of 1924, according to a gov- 
ernment statement just issued. 

It was as follows: Gold. 12.028 
kilograms; silver, 1.383.400 kile- 
grams; lead $7,334,788 klilograme: } 
copper, 20,736,691 kilograms, and 
zinc, 9.976.930 kilograms. 

During the month of August « 
total of 202 titles to mines wag is- 
sued. Of this number compara- 
tively few were issued to Amert- 


cans: 

One of the notable features of 
the mining situation in the coun- 
try at this time is the Investment 
of domestic capital in the industry. 
Most of the American investments 
in mines are being made in the 
States of Sonora and Sinaloa. in 
proximity to the Southern Pacific 
of Mexico. The several districts | 
in the States of Chihuahua and | 
Durango show more activity in the 
way of development operations 
than for several years, This fact 
is indicated by the large ore ship- 
ments to the smelters from those 
two States. 
Improved methods of transport- 
ing ores from the more remote 
camps also is noted. Motor trucks 
are being substituted for burros 
and mules wherever poesible. and 
this modernization movement 
causing the construction of better 
roads in the mountainous districts.

HRIST ALONE AUTHORITY 
IN RELIGION, SAYS PASTOR 


He Who Sets Up in Himself Seat of 
Wisdom Called Spiritual _ 


Anarchist 


“He who sets up in himself 


in part as follows: 


“Conscience, church, State, cus- 
tom-—what is authority in e- 
ligion? Solomon, the Old res 
tament wise man, said: “Of the 
making of books there is no end.’ 
So it can be said in our day and 
age that of the making of new re- 
ligions there seems to be no end. 
Why should there be so mich dis- 
agreement in religion when a re- 
able basis of authority has bee 
given to us? This Sud of the 
pre-eminence of Jesus brings 5 
fore us at once the question of the 
center of authority in religion. 
There is wide disagreement as to 
what authority in religion is, and 
as to what is the court of final 
appeal in matters of religion. 
“There are those who say that 
conscience is the seat of authority 
in religion. They quote with much 
Satisfaegtion that we are to wor 
ship God according to the die- 
tates of our conscience. All who 
claim this fail, in the first place, 
to recognize the proper function 
of conscience. Conscience ie no 
@ dictator. Conscience does not 
legislate nor administrate. Con- 
science is only the judge on «he 
bench of our being who pronounces 
judgment according to the light 


to the will of God, they are like- 
ly to be wrong. It is possible to 
be perfectly conscientious, and yet 
he wrong. The heathen mother 
who throws her child to the croce- 
Ales, or who puts her helpless in- 


loch un its flesh is burned to « 
in all 


tate that act. but did approve be- 
cause that was its standard of 
rights. Christians may be con- 
acientious in performing certain 
rites or ceremonies, or in the ic- 
ing of what they consider duty. 
and yet be wrong. es all 
this, one who sets up in himee'f 
ithe seat of authority in religious 
matters, becomes at once a spirit- 
val anarchist and Bolshevik. 
| “There are many others 
em ta feel that custom is ar- 
'thority—that because some things 
or practices have always been done 
hi some body of religious people, 
therefore they must be right. Oth- 
te havé been following traditions 
ded down from generation to 
neration; therefore they believe 
them. accept them as authority. 
and practice them. Again, there 
are others who look up to some 
— religious leader. or a great 
uman head over some large bod 
of religious people, and regard him 
as their authority. Also there are 
many hundreds of thousands who 
have been accepting the state- 
ments and edicts of a great church 
and willingly bow wn to its 
ord and power, and accept its au- 
thority. 

“The New Testament Scriptures, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ, because 
of His pre-eminence, are the all- 
sufficient ground of authority in 
all matters of religion, both in 
faith and practice. All human rea- 
son must make way for this au- 
thority inasmuch as Divine wis- 
dom and direction are infinitely su- 
perior to the best of human wis- 
dom. All customs and traditions 
which are not in strict accord with 
the New “Testament and the teach- 
ings of Jesus should be set aside. 
All human preferences, conven- 
lences and substitutes should be 
discarded, abandoned and buried 
forever beyond resurrection, an! 
such will be the case when the 
churches and individual Christians 
recognize and follow only the New 
Testament and the teachings of 
Jesus. 
a group of literary men: It Shake- 
speare would walk inte our pres 
ence, we would all inatinctively 
rise and greet him, but if Jesus 
Christ should come among us. ge 
would bow and worship.’ Jesvs 
wrought no work of art; He made 
no scientific discovery; He pro- 
duced no invention; He was never 
elected to political office; He de- 
vised no scheme of philosophy: 
He ied no conquering army as a 
military hero, and yet His superna! 
character reigns and radiates over 


all. 

“Jesus is pre-eminent by right 

royal service to mankind; He 
umbled Himself and became 
obedient to death, even to the 
death on the Cross, for our sakes. 
By taking upon Himself the 
world's guilt and condemnation on 
account of sin and sinners, and 
purchasing salvation for us by His 
blood, He made the world’s most 
supreme sacrifice, and therefore 
millions have yielded their hearts, 
their lives and their all to Him for- 
ever. 

“Jesus is pre-eminent in the 
moral realm; He changes the 
hearts and lives of men and of 
nations. The pierced hands of 
Jesus have lifted empires off their 


hinges. The glory of America and 
of England is the glory of Jesus. 
Fifteen hundred years ago our an- 
cestors were drinking dliood out of 
skulis of their fathers, while China 
‘was then an ancient nation. Today 
the Stars and Stripes and the 
Union Jack, cemented by the blood 
of the world’s greatest battlefields 
into an undying friendship, stand 
the world around as the aymboils 
of justice and service. But it will 
be so only so long as Christ is 
recognized by these people ay 
Lord and Master. 

“Jesus is pre-eminent supreme- 
ly in the religious kingdom. He 
is the sole mediator between God 
and man. We will bow the knee. 
humble the heart und bend the 
will to none other. Hise forgive- 
ness was unbounded: His mercy 
was immeasurable; His courage 
was unlimited: His wisdom was 
beyond understanding: His kind- 
ness was unchangeable: His leve 
unbiased; His faith removed moun- 
tains, and His hope had no shad- 
ows. 

“Many give Him a place in their 
lives—some give Him a little place, 
others a large place, and some the 
pre-eminent place. He deserves 
our faith, our loyalty and ane 
Fance, and our service.
